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' PRICES AND THE LOCALMERCHANT 


Saturday there was announced a cut in the 


wages of men in .our city. We were not sur- 
prised at this as we knew from the nature of the 
Ease that it must be coming. There is going to 
be considerable difficulty in adjusting wages 
and prices and for business men to adjust them- 
selves to the local conditions. 
Wages have not yet come down to any 


marked degree anywhere in the country. \\ ages, 
of course, are the main expense in most articles 
which we purchase. Until there is a reduction 
in the wages many declare certain articles will 
not come down very considerably, and labor de- 
clares it cannot afford to decrease until the cost 
of living cpmes down. It is this decrease in price 
of some articles, and the refusal of some articles 
to come down, which makes for confusion, mis- 
understanding, and charges of wrong-doing. 


As we we have said, where labor is the mam 


expense, and the cost of labor has not been re- 
duced, the price of the article cannot be reduced 
very much. 
This applies particularly to clothing, of the 


better grades, where the cost of the raw material 
has been a small item of the final cost to the con- 
sumer. It is true of ready-made dresses, and of 
course made-to-order goods of all kinds. 
In 


those grades of clothing, all products of any kind 
in which the raw material is a larger factor in 
making up the final cost to the consumer, there 
has been some and considerable reduction, and 
the intelligent buyers must recognize the diifer-

once. 
all pretty much in the same position. They must 
determine their selling price by the price they 
pay for the goods. 


The goods which they have bought, or can 


buy, cheaply they will sell for less money. Those 
goods which they cannot buy more cheaply, and 
have not been able to do so, they must sell for 
the same price, or in some cases even a higher 
price. 


We know how it is in our own situation. We 


have advices indicating that paper for 1921 will 
be cheaper, but we, as yet, have not been able to 
buy a pound of that paper, but the best we have 
been able to do is to get paper which averages us 
about 12 cents a pound, and wo find that the ac- 
tual expenses of October, 1920, are 90 per cent 
higher than the expenses for October, 3919. 


A large portion of this is in the cost of pa- 


per. We believe there are few things, as we note 
the market, that have kept up to the high price 
as has paper, and only last week we received 
word that Germany had placed an embargo on 
the exportation of paper, which might spring 
the price of paper back again for next year. 
| 


We all complain when the increased price! 


or a high price hits us individually. It is natural. 
You do to the merchant. The merchant does to 
us. 


Our advertising rate is based very largely 


upon the amount that a man uses per nionthWd 
it would really be amusing, if it were not so se- 
rious, to note that the ones who object the most 
to the advertising rate are the ones who use such 
space that the actual price charged them for Oc- 
tober was less than the cost of that advertising to 
the paper, in other words, the ones who used'the 
smaller space, because of the higher rate 
charged, helped carry the large advertisers. And 
incidentally wo believe that if the mergin^ of 
the papers is taken into consideration, the com- 
bined circulation and the rate of advertising that 
was charged in each paper prior to the merg- 
ing, 
that the actual increase, in the cost 


ot advertising has been less than in any other 
commodity that has been sold in the citv of 
JUyria. 


• i m1?1 are buying advertising in The Chron- 
icle-Telegram with a larger circulation than 
both the papers had before, with less money than 
the combined rate of the two papers two years 


We had not thought, in discussing prices, to 


apply tins matter to the newspaper so particu- 
larly, but as we know most about this we have 
gone into detail further. 


There are some things that will drop more 


quickh than others, in. their co^t, and hence in 
their selling price, and one can easily figure it 
out for themselves by noting the elements which 
go into the final co<-t of the article. 


It is natural, at fu>t thought, when you real- 


ize that wool has gone down in price, and that 
there is almost no demand for it whatever, to 
think that a suit of clothes is a^o a drug on the 
market, and we should be able to purchase it for 
half or a quarter of TV hat vve u<=ed to pay. 
But 


the trouble is that the mo-t of the cost in a suit of 
clothes is in the labor, and the higher the price of 
a suit the more there is paid to labor, and the less 
figure the actual amount of wool in it cuts. 


The first cost of the wool, in any case, in a 


suit of clothe*, while not being negligible, really 
approaches it. It is unfortunate that all adjust- 
ments cannot come at once. It is unfortunate 
that the farmer appear^ to have adjustments 
made for him. 


The wheat he selK, and the wool he sells, 


have gone down, but the flour he buys and the 
clothes he buys ha^ e not gone down. 


Some things are not,likely to go down for 


some mouths to come. AVe believe there is al- 
ways a danger, m times of stress for people to 
become panicky and thinking that prices are go- 
ing to tumble, refuse to buy^but it can be count- 
ed upon that prices are not going to take a tum- 
ble seriously until wages and other prices come 
down together and that many thmgs'are not go- 
ing to be purchased any cheaper for the coming 
ten or twelve months, and if v\e need them we 
had better get them now.
